by greater sucoess than the first, The Prinee
was on the 20d of Febraary sarprisad by the in-
surgent troops in his paince, taken prisonsr, and
forced to resign. On the same day the Bunale
and the Chamber of Deputies proelsimed the
Count of Flanders, brotbar of the King of the
Beleinns, Prince of Houmuanis, under the name
of Philip I. The Count of Fisaders, however, at
onoe, declined the henor, and the country is
likely to revanin ior some time withoul o hend,

The future Government ol the northorn pro-
vinces of Turkey consttutes one of the most dit
ficult comphicutions of Buropean politios. Twelve
yenrs azo this question led to the Crimoean war,
and every new revolutienary outbreak in Turkay
is a subject of protownd coscern to Huropesn
diplomutists, who are well awars that the con-
fliot between the iuterests of Russia, Austria,
France, sud Bogland i« s to the spolls ol Earo
pean Turkey, which is doomed to inevitable dis
memberment, and may at sny time lead again
te & groat Wnropean war, To ward off this
dange:, 8 conlerrnce betwean the powers which
signed the treaty of Paris is sald to have diready
keen agreed vpon,

There wlso the necsssiries of the
people compelied them to nside the Consti
tution. By the execntion of Charles the Consti-
tution was dis=olved, and the Parliament beecame
s supreme power. L did not hold its pewer tor
the public zood, ready to relinguish it when the
public good should require, It did not ondesvor
to scttie the peace of the country on a perma-
nent constitutional basls, Itseemed determined
tu ‘lmrzwtnnta ita virtosl soverelguty, Gulded
by fackion ouly, it ignored the preat troth that
every day that it kept the country in that unset-
tied state was & day of danger,

It ruled more oppreseively than the Kiog had
done. Then Cromwell eslzed thoe asupreme
power, and the ereat stroggle fer freedom fatled
in the very hour of its sugcess, [t was tho same
in France. The Constitution was thrown sway
by the revolution, and the Comvention, by its
€ommiitee of Safety, ruled wila the most horris
ble affivence of despotic barberity, Torn by the
variows (nctions, the conntry lay prostrate, ready
to become the prey of any oue bold omongh to
seize the sovereign power. Such was the posi-
tion when the Direetory, the last of the govern-
ing factions, was displaced by Napeleon, and
the strugele that France had mude for liberty
gerved only to crown an adventurer,

Our own situstion is the same g2 that shown
in these instances. Our constitution, hwited in
its operation by the necessities of war, is
practically set aside by the party that rules in
Uongress, Congress has before it bul the ene
ebvious duty of, re-establishing the oeperation
of the law for o etate of peace, It ignores or
dewmies this duty, It ineists upon holdiog on to
this dangerous power, insists that the Constito-
tion is suspended, even swperseded, und pro-
poses pew plans, We have thoreiere a reien ol
fuction, sud not of law, and in this condilion
auy eveut iz possible, The only hope oi the
nation lirs in 'he character of the people, They
urc wore imtelligent than the people of other
nations, and their infloencs on the Government
i more direct. They only can prevent us from
sliding inte the despotiam of faction, to be fol-
lowed by the despotism of some individual
party leader. They, through the elections,
musl slgnally rebuke the despotic spinit in
which Congress now piaye the dictator, or the
wmevitnble censequences of this Congressienal
suspenson of the Copstitution will be the
destraction ol our freedom,
